Frencia Sure It Was Net Suicide. 
David R. Francis, William H. Lee and 
John F, Lee called at the residence and 
Gov. Francis said after leaving: 
— Mr. Hirseliberg did not

ems tells me and grom thy knowledge 
of the. man. 

“Mr. Hirschberg had a small revolver, 
and that was found ih its usual place, 
in a drawer. The revolver with which 
he was killed is not recognized by any- 
one, as having ever been in his posses- | 
sion. 

“Mr. Hirschberg was at the St. Louis 
Club last Wednesday night,\at a bal 
given by Mrs. Francis in honor of two 
of her nieces, also at a bali Friday 
night, givem by Mr. William Turner.

“He was fairly wealthy, and while he 
was not extremely rich, ‘his businegs 
was good and his income certain.

FRIENDS SAY. HIRSCHBERG 
WAS WORRIED BY BUSINESS 


Police Captain Hickman, in charge of 
the investigation of Mr. Hirschberg’s 
death, telephoned a report to Chief 
Creecy, about 9 a. m. He gaid: 

“Mr. Hirschberg was killed with an 

old 38-caliber Colt double-action revol- 
ver. The trigger was worn, and the 
gun looked like it was second-hand. Mo 
member of the family ever saw it be- 
fore. 
“The revolver number was 63,490. * It 
was a police model adopted and used 
by the department 30 years ago. There 
were four chambers loaded and one 
empty. 

“He was shot while sitting in a chair 
in the hall, on the first fleor of his 
home. There is a trail of blood from 
that chajr to his bedroom upstairs. 
‘There are two physicians at the 
house, Dr. Kiel and another. They dis- 
agree as to the direction taken by the 
bullet. One says it entered the neck, 
passed upward and emerged through the 
skull. The other says it entered the 
head, passed downward and came out 
the neck. 

“Mr. Franciscus, an old friend of the 
family, told me Mr. Hirschberg had 
been in ill health for three years. The 
family insists that it was a murder, but 
a thorough examination of the premi- 
ses fails to reveal any sign whatever 
that the house was entered during the 
night. Mrs. Hirschberg and the rest of 
the family say they heard no unustal 
sound besides the shot. Mrs. Hirsch- 
berg, who ran to the head of the stairs 
when she heard the shot, met her hus- 
tand coming up. She says he had his. 
hand up to his face and appeared to 
be making the sign of the cross.’ 


Recently Worried About Business. ’ 
A close — — asseciate of Mr. 


Hirschberg said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“While I would ‘have thought Mr. 
Elirschberg the last person in the world 
who would tommit suicide, I know that 
he had been working very hard lately, 
and had serious business worries. 

“He has frequently said recently that 
business was not what it ought to be, 
and he has shown anxiéty over business 
matters, something I never knew him 
to dod until lately. He also suffered 
from a nervous ailment, but his friends 
were not led to suppose this serious.”’ - 

William H, Thomson;: cashier of the 
Boatme “s Bank, a neighbor and friend 
of Mr. Hirschberg, said, on leaving the 
Hirschberg home: 

“Mr. Hirschberg has been In good 
health and spirits lately. I have not 
known that he suffered from any busi- 
ness worry or any Iillness,’’ 


Friend Noticed a Change. 
A gentleman who had close business 


relations with Mr. Hirschberg and who 
knew him intimately for years, ig in- 





; clined to think there is something in the 


suicide theory given out by the police. 

“It was about a month ago, I think, 
that I first noticed & great change in Mr. 
Hirschberg,” said his friend. “He 
came into my office ene day -for a little 
social call, as he had done many times 
before. I was at my desk and * took 
a/ seat beside me. 

“I noticed that his faec had lost the 
ruddy hue every .one remembers who 
has mot Mr, Hirschberg often in the 
last ten or fifteen years. His eyes had. 
a peculiar expression and instead of 
looking into my face as had been his 
wont on previous visits, he seemed to be 
gazing over my shoulder. The lines of 
his face were drawn and wore a look of 
worry. There wag nothing in his lan- 
guage te indicate the cause of his 
trouble, if he had any, but I felt that

Francis D. Hirschberg was generally 
considered the bé@st-born, best-looking 
and best-dressed representative of B8t. 
Louis’ old aristocracy. His manner was 
distinctly that of the patrician, and he 
was at all times a stickler for “good 
form.” Since the days of his early 
manhood, he has been one of the most 
prominent’ figures in St. Louis society. 

His father, the late Louis C. Hirsch- | 
berg,’ married Miss cille Chauvin,’ a 
daughter of one of St. Louis’ leading 
French families, related. also to the 
Papins and Chouteaus, and thus dating 
back in ancestry to the adventurous 
gentlemen-pioneers of France, who came 
to this country witn Pierre’ Laclede 
Liguest, and with him founded the City 
of St. Louis. j 
Mme. Hirschberg, es she has always 
been called, has been for many years a} 
social arbiter in St.. Louis... Her sum-. 
mers are spent in St.. Claire, Wis., a 
favorite resort for an exclusive group 
of St. Louis society people, and she is 
recognized as ‘the social censor of that 
place, recognition from her being nec- 
essary to acceptance mto its inner cir- 
cles. She is essentially the “grande 
dame” in appearance and bearing. 


Family Prominent for Years. 


Mr. Hirschberg married Miss Mary 
Frost, oldest daughter of the late 
Gen. D. M. Frost, himself long a dis- 
tinguished figure in St. Louls and 
known in his younger days as the Beau 
Brummel of local society. Another of 
Gen. Frost’s daughters is tte wife of 
Lord Molesworth, a British peer, and 
a third daughter is married to Mr. 
Beresford Hope of the English aris- 
tocracy. 

A son, Reginald Frost, at one time 
served in South Africa under the late 
Cecil, Rhodes, being a member of the 
military force organized by Rhodes ‘for 
South African -seryice- and -consisting| 
largely of the younger sons of noble 
English families. 

Gen. Frost established the once “Za- 
mous Carr pi«ce in St. Louis, the home 
of many of the best families of eariier 
days, such as the Carrs, the Haywards 
and others, and he was famous for the 
entertainments given in his beautiful 
home there, Where many visiting repre- 
sentatives of the English and French 
nobility were entertained. At the out-, 
break of the Civil War Gen. we Fe 
in command of the Missouri State ps 
stationed at Camp Jackson,,.and # was 
this force of militia which was surprised 
and captured by Gen. ‘Nathaniel Lyon, 
U. S. A., mareRing unexpectedly from 
the ajd Arsenal in South St. Louis, 

“Hirschberg a Secial Arbiter, 

Francis D. Hirschberg himself, .edu- 
cated at the St. Louis University and 
in Europe, early took the position in St. 
Louis society to which he was entitled 
by birth and breeding. He was a’ lead- 
ing and influential figure in the old 
Home Circle, the exclusive-social organ- 
ization of brilliant history, -whoge balls 
of 30 years ago are still famous in local 
annals. 

Of late years he was prominent In the 
Imperial Club, it being his province to 
decide upon the issuing of its invita- 
tfons, which amounted to a sign-manual 
that the recipients were accepted into 
St. Louis’ most exclusive social, circles. 





As was natural, Mr. Hirschberg was 
also a leading clubman, belonging to the 
St. Louis Club, the Country Club, the 
Florissant Valley Country Club, the 
Noonday Club and others, and in each 
of these organizations he had served as 
a director. At his own home he’ was 
one of the most brilliant éntertainers in 
local society, and his dinhers were espe- 
cially notable for distinction and quiet 
elegance. 

Always a Striking Figere, 

Al h of Germanh-French blood, Mr 

rg was more English in ap- 
pearance. Tall, strongly-Knit in frame, 
athletic, with erect figure and ruddy 
compléxion, alWays correctly dressed, he 
presented an impressive appearance and 
bore well the weight of his & years, 
seeming, indeed, more a vigorous man 
of 35 than one past the half-century 
mark. His‘manners were of exquisite 


courtesy and his social training was per- 
fect. 


lt was this combination of gentle birth 
and: thé most careful training in social 
matters that led.to his appointmient as 
chairman of the enjertainment commit- 
tee of the World’s Fair, and he was 
also a director of that company. He 
was the teacher of social form to 
World’s Fair officers. It became his 
duty to receive and entertain all distin- 
guished foreign and*American visitors to 
the World’s Fair, a task which he per- 
formed with the utmost competency, and 
it was under his direction that the most 


entertainment functions were given: Ow- 
ing to his own foreign connections Bs 
those of his wife’s family, he was } 
known to the European aristocracy, ané@ 
thus represented St. Louis with especial 
credit to the city. 

Prominent in Church Circles, 

In his religious faith a CathoHc, Mr. 
Hirschbetg was a striking figure among 
the Catholic elite, representatives of old 
French, German and Irish families of 
gentle birth. He was believed to be 
influential in establishing the site ofthe 
present archiepiscopal residence on Lin-| 
dell boulevard, immediately adjoining his 
own home, and was a warm personal 
friend of its present occupant, Very 
Rev. John J. Glennon, Archbishop of 
the @atholic archdiocese of St. Louis, 
one Of, the oldest Catholic os egos in 
this® ‘country, 

Mr. Hirchberg was a devout ehurghs 
man, giving of “his best efforts to 
cause of the chureh In which he was a 
communicant, and was.a regular at- 
tendant at St. Prancis’ Xavier (Collége) 
Church, on Grand and Lindell, his home 
being in that Parish. He was deeply 
interested in the building of the new 
Cathedral, the corner stone of which 
was rec

assisting Archbishop Glennon in fur- 
thering that great work. 

For many years Mr. Hirchberg had 
been one of the most prominent insur- 
ance men in St. Louls, controlling large 
agencies, and he was one of the organ- 
izers of the St. Louis Fire Underwrit- 
ers’ Association, whith has since been 
succeeded by the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau.

He has maintained a home in the 
city and another in the country, has 
kept“two atittomobiles and many 
riages, and has aspired to a prominent 
place in Springfield society. 
Sanford’s wife was formerly Miss Min- 
nie Hardy. He married her 15 years 
ago. Before that she is said to. have: 
been a stenographer in St. Louis. 
Sanford has had a meteoric career ‘n 
Springfield. He began life here as a 
street car conductor.” Then he becamé 
a clerk inethe bank and worked himself 
up to the cashiership. <Four years ago 
he was erdered removed from the cash- 
lership by the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency because of the amount of money, 
about $90,000, that had been put into 
the erection of the bank hbuildimg. He 
said John O'Day and Jamés Keet, orig- 
inal founders of the bank, had ordered 
him to put the money into the building.

President O’Reéilly says that he is 
willing to authorize the granting of the 
permit if the facts as to the status of 
the West End company are submitted, 
but that he does not consider it’ his 
duty to ascertain these facts. He «au- 
serts that he has no animosity toward 
the West End company in the matter.

William Dudley Foulke of Indiana, the man 
who makes the White House lion roar at will, 
has been a member of Congress and a Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioner. He is now the lord keeper 
of the presidential conscience and the  presi- 
dential reputation. When Mr. Foulke sees or 
hears anything that reflects upon Mr. Roosevelt 
he immediately writes an open letter to that 
gentleman which concludes with the query: 
“How about it?” ‘Then the next Monday morn- 
ing he reads in the newspapers a public response 
filled with draniatic and poetical references to 
liars, horse thieves and undesirable citizens. On 
other occasions Mr. Foulke receives private re- 
plies with permission to make them public at the 
psychological moment. Mr, Foulke is becoming 
stoop-shouldered carrying, around these highly 
important missives.

Federal Judge in China Lost 
Favor After Congressional 
Vindication. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. be 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8-—Congres- 
sional exoneration of Judge Lebbeus I. 
Wilfley led to his undoing. His resig- 
nation was called for, it is understood, 
upon sufficient authority, by President 
Roosevelt, who last winter used all his 
influence to secure a clean slate at the 
hands of Congress for the Shanghai 
Judge. 

Judge Wilfley appears to have been 
too highly elated over his victory. He 
went \back to Shanghai with his head 
high and ran things with a strong hand. 

The Congressional Committee which 
investigated his case entertained doubts 
last wipter about his methods. Mem- 
bers of the committee ventured to call 
him dictatorial and domineering in his 
conduct of the American court at 
Shanghai and this was even hinted at 
in the committee’s report. This char- 
acteristic increased after the exonera- 
tion and resulted in alienating the sup- 
port of conservative Americans,: who 
were no longer able to stand out in 
favor of his continuing as Judge. 

His conduct was such as to convince 
the President, it is understood, that his 
usefulness was —** and he was aet 
cordingly retired as soon as a suitable 
successor could be found. 

Wilfley’s retirement is not due to any 
question about his integrity. He was 
gent to China to introduce the reign of 
the square deal, to protect Chiriese from 
fmerican crooks and to rid the Ameri- 
can colony of objectionable women. He 
accomplished this mission most effect- 
ively and went away from Washington 
after his virtdication with the confi- 
dence of President Roosevelt and the 
State Department. | 

But his subsequent indiscretions, due 
largely to lack of tact, changed their 
views about his further usefulress. They 
still have the highest confidence in his 
integrity and ability.

“He did 
not touch our cash. f handle all the 
money of the concern, and Mr. Ek- 
stromer had no opportunity to be short, 
had he been so inclined. 


Mr. Bookman made his statement in 
reply to an alleged interview with Emil 
Taussig in New York, president of tlie

counts, to the amount of several thou- 
sand dollars. The president refused to 
state the exact amount.

Only 1,175,686,100 glasses of beer were 
seld in Missouri the first eleven months 
of this year, and it is estimated the 
total number drunk for the year will be 
only 1,260,750,000,. while the number of 
glasses, drunk in 1907 was _ 1.491,087,600. 
These facts do not argue that beer 
drinkers are voluntarily quittingy the 
habit, according to the reasoning of 
Emil Schirmer, Deputy State Beer In- 
Apector. 

Inspector Schirmer thinks the reason 
is that in many counties of Missouri 
those who don’t drink beer have by 
local option elections prevented the 
others from drinking it by stopping its 
“gule. y 

There are now 76 counties in Missouri 
which are either wholly or partiaily 
“dry.”’ This is the first year the local 
option wave which has been sweeping 
over the State the last two or three 
years has been noticed in the sales of 
beer. Though many counties voted lo- 
cal option in 1906 and 1907, their number 
was not sufficient to overcome the steady 
increase in the sales of beer in the 
counties where saloons were permitted.
